What you need 
to know about 
the legislation 
this week 


WASHINGTON It took lawmakers a year to shape President Obama’s health care bill. If it finally passes Con- 
gress, it’ll take the better part of a decade to write the user manual for consumers and doctors, employers 
and insurance companies. The House is expected to vote on the final legislation this week, with the Senate 
to follow later. Here’s a primer on some of the major effects for consumers and other key players: 



✓ 


Immediate changes 

Uninsured people with medical problems will have 
a workable alternative. The bill pumps $5 billion into 
high-risk insurance pools run by the states to provide 
coverage to those in frail health. Taxpayer-backed 
insurance won’t be free, but premiums should be much 
lower than what’s charged by private insurers willing to take those in 
poor health. 

For people with private health insurance-a bout two-thirds of 
America ns-t here would be some new safeguards. For example, insurers 
would be barred from placing lifetime dollar limits on coverage and from 
canceling policies except in cases of fraud. Children could stay on their 
parents’ coverage until age 26.

Break out those mops. The official start of 
spring is Saturday, and spring cleaning can’t 
come soon enough for the CTA. When 
the agency laid off 99 bus mechanics and 
servicers last month, union officials warned 
the move would result in dirtier buses. 

Going Public asked the CTA about some of 
the bus, train and station cleaning policies. 

Sweep deprivation? At a rally last month 
at the 95th Street Red Line stop, the Rev 
Jesse Jackson accused the CTA of cleaning 
buses that serve the North Side more often 
than those that serve the South Side. Not 
so, the CTA says. 

Buses and trains in operation are spot cleaned at the end of each trip 
when they reach the terminal, CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory said 
in an e-mail. Operators walk through the bus or train to pick up litter 
that is easily removed. If there is something to clean that the operators 
do not have the tools for, they will make a report for maintenance. 

In July 2008, the CTA improved its procedures for bus cleanings 
at all garages and started averaging a cycle of general cleans every two 
weeks, Gregory said. 

Clean line: GP has received a few complaints from Red Line riders 
who claim their trains are not cleaned as often as other rail lines. CTA 
spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall said the opposite is true, however. In an 
e-mail, she wrote the Red Line is cleaned more frequently than other 
lines because it runs 24 hours a day and has the highest ridership num- 
bers of all the rail lines. 

“The CTA constantly works to keep its buses and rail cars clean and 
in a state of good repair,” Thrall wrote. “During the winter months, rail 
cars are not sent through the rail car washer for the same reason you 
wouldn’t want to go through a car wash and then leave your car outside 
to freeze.” 

When warmer weather arrives, rail cars are hand detailed and then 
run through the washers nightly. Thrall said. 

Broom for improvement: A rider noted last month that the CTA does 
a poor job removing snow from the North/Clybourn stop on the Red 
Line. Thrall said when it snows, in addition to clearing rail platforms, 
the CTA focuses first on clearing bus garages, maintenance facilities and 
bus turnarounds of snow so buses can get out. At subway stations, rail 
janitors are assigned to keep the stairways clear of ice and snow

“People don’t need to know my where- 
abouts,” Leo Londono, 26, said when asked 
about the services.

Cabdriver Salih Abdelsamie felt the steel blade 
pressed against his throat early one morning at 
the end of a ride on the citfs North Side. 

“He reached the knife around with his right 
hand and brought his left hand around the 
seat to hold my neck,” the 13-year veteran of 
Chicagoland roads said of the mugging. “He 
told me, ‘I want all 
your money”' 
Abdelsamie and 
other local cabbies 
discussed the hazards 
of their challenging 
work in light of recent 
high-profile attacks on 
other drivers. In the 
most dramatic inci- 
dent, a driver was shot five times Saturday by 
a passenger in Zion. His wife said Monday he 
had been operating a cab for just two months 
after getting laid off from his last job. He was in 
stable condition and expected to survive. 
Industry experts say drivers are working 
longer hours to make ends meet— an 8o-hour 
workweek is common— and that the threat of 
violence is never far from their minds. 

In a recent survey conducted by a University 
of Illinois-Chicago researcher, more than one- 
fifth of Chicago-area drivers said they had 
been attacked or threatened with violence by 
a passenger at least once during their careers. 
However, only half of them said they had 
reported the attack to police, 

“They just don't have faith that police are 
going to respond,” said Robert Bruno, an asso- 


ciate professor of labor who oversaw the inter- 
views with 920 city cabdrivers, 

Bruno offered this composite of cabbies: 
They are overwhelmingly male, with an aver- 
age age of 42, Of the 920 drivers surveyed, 90 
percent were foreign-born. 


In the Zion shooting, economic desperation 
appears to have played a role. 

Eager to make money after he was laid off, 
Patrick Foster began driving a cab two months 
ago, despite the fears of his wife, Maria, 

“I told him, don't do that,” she said. 


The suspect, who told police he was also out 
of work and destitute, is accused of trying to 
rob Foster, then shooting him repeatedly in 
the neck and face, Darryel Garner has been 
charged with attempted murder and aggravated 
battery with a firearm.

Storming the museum 


It’s not exactly alchemy but the Museum of 
Science and Industry has taken a shallow pool 
of water, some ultrasonic vibrating devices and 
22 powerful fans to create what it hopes is a 
blow-you-away exhibit. 

It’s a whirling, 40-foot-tall tornado funnel 
you can walk through. 

The tornado is one of the centerpieces of 
“Science Storms,” a new, $34 million permanent 
exhibit that opens to the public Thursday The 
exhibit takes six of the most powerful phenom- 
ena in nature — tornados, lightning, avalanches, 
fire, sunlight and tsunamis— and re-creates 


them on a jumbo-exhibit scale to demonstrate 
how they occur in nature. 

“This is an effort to deconstruct science,” 
said Kurt Haunfelner, the museum’s vice presi- 
dent of exhibits and collections. “Each element 
of the exhibit ... is designed to give visitors the 
opportunity to dive as deeply into the science 
behind the phenomenon as they want, whether 
they are 4 years old or 40 years old.” 

The tornado, the largest ever created by 
man, is based on an amped-up version of a 
10 -foot tornado exhibit at San Francisco’s 
Exploratorium. 


It begins with a 10 -inch-deep pool of water 
covered by a large grate on which visitors stand. 
In the water are 48 high-frequency vibrators 
that pulsate “a million times a second, atom- 
izing the water in the pool,” Haunfelner said. 

The atomized water rises through the grate 
and is set spinning between two floor-to-ceil- 
ing stacks of fans, while at the same time being 
pulled aloft by two suction fans in the ceiling. 

The spinning, cloud-like vortex of water 
vapor looks like it could blow off a witch’s red 
shoes, though in truth walking through it is a 
pretty gentle experience. 


Full scans for all, eventually 

All passengers eventually will be asked to submit to a full-body scan 
before boarding aircraft, the federal security chief at O’Hare said

Kathleen Petrowsky the TSA director at O’Hare, said she antici- 
pates the body scans— now optional for passengers— eventually will 
be mandatory to screen passengers for bombs. 

Chicago Aviation Commissioner Rosemarie Andolino said she 
thinks future versions of the 2,200 -pound body-scanning machine 
will be smaller and blend into security checkpoints.

South Loop resident Douglas Freyman knows picking up your dog’s 
business can be stinky and embarrassing. But what’s worse, he says, is 
for passersby to have to walk by the smelly stuff scattered across his 
neighborhood’s sidewalks. 

In January, Freyman started a blog to encourage his neighbors to 
help prevent that unpleasant experience. 

The blog, called South Loop Dog Poop (southloopdogpoop.word- 
press.com) includes posts on sightings of “orphan poo” in his neigh- 
borhood and interesting articles and facts about the stuff 

Dog owners who don’t pick up after their dogs give other dog own- 
ers a bad name, said Freyman, who owns two Australian shepherds. 

Freyman, 52, a professor at Northwestern’s medical school, hopes 
people will start contributing pictures to the blog so he can start map- 
ping areas where high density “orphan poos” exist.

storm soaks Northeast 


□ BOUND BROOK, N J. Torrential rains and high winds pounded the 
Northeast for a third day Monday, taking a heavy toll on people 
and property in a region that only recently restored power or finished 
digging out from the last of several major winter storms. 

The rain and accompanying wind have toppled trees, flooded roads 
and forced hundreds of people to evacuate their homes. At least nine 
people have died in storm-related accidents, and nearly a half-million 
people lost power at the peak of the storm in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, NewTbrk and Connecticut. 

In Boston, the storm threatened to overwhelm the wastewater sys- 
tem, forcing officials to begin a controlled release of untreated waste- 
water into Boston Harbor. 

Some parts of Maine received as much as 8 inches of rain, and 
utility officials blamed high winds for broken tree limbs that fell on 
power lines and caused outages in the eastern towns of Deer Isle and 
Stonington. 

The ferocious storm led to a near-record number of 911 calls in New 
Tbrk. New York City experienced its second-highest volume of 911 
calls ever. It got 65,000 between ii p.m. Friday and ii p.m. Saturday, 
second only to the 96,000 made during the 2003 blackout. 

While the rain tapered off south of NewTbrk on Monday morning, 
wind-whipped precipitation still fell in New England. 

In Boston, workers put up sandbags around the entrance to a sub- 
way station near Fenway Park on Monday morning as the Muddy 
River rose.

REDEYE 

'Yellow eye shadow may conjure images of jaundice, but if done right it 
can be fabulous, not freaky 

According to the experts, the shade is one of the hottest spring make- 
up colors, along with shades of green including khaki, Kelly and moss. 

Beyonce rocks bright yellow eye shadow in the “Telephone” video 
with Lady Gaga. But if it that neon hue alarms you, take it down a notch 
by blending with another shade, says Emily Massa, a member of the 


Sephora Pro Team of makeup artists. She took a streak of the sunny yel- 
low shadow and expertly married it with a soft green on her hand in just 
a few quick strokes. The effect was bright but not garish, and it’s one of 
spring’s big looks. 

Another option is to go for a softer shade that is closer to an earth tone 
or use green eyeliner for a small pop of color that doesn’t overwhelm. 
Even a simple line of a happy color can instantly brighten the face, Massa 
says. Try Tarina Tarantino eyeliner (available at Sephora) in Spark of Envy 
for a burst of color, for instance. 

In addition to yellow and green eye shadow, nail colors from Kelly 
green to moss also is big for spring, along with pink and coral lips. Candy 
colors look fresh and fun for the new season, says Katherine Heinrich, 
manager at Benefit cosmetics at Macy’s on Michigan Avenue. 

Those in the mood for something subtler are in luck as well. Khaki eye 
shadows and chocolaty tones for the nails are making their mark, Massa 
says. And the smoky eye is a classic, sexy look that isn’t going anywhere, 
Heinrich says. 


Beauty tips 

»When applying eye shadow that has some 
metallic glints in it, you may get a little glitter 
around the eyes and on the cheeks. Use a 
strip of scotch tape to remove it. Swiping it 
with your finger or a tissue will only rub it in 
deeper. 


» Massa offers this suggestion for making 
your eye shadow and blush compacts last 
longer: Rub your applicator along the outside 
of the color, not in the center. That will 
prevent a dent from forming in the middle, 
which can cause the powder to break up. 


»To help keep your makeup in place, use a 
primer, even on the lids, Heinrich and Massa 
say. A good option is Benefit’s new Stay, Don’t 
Stray water-based primer. Smooth it on lids 
and under the eyes to secure your makeup.
